AYitIi the receipt of the state tax 
rate for 1922, announced 
by 
the 
state 
board of tax commissioners 
last night, at the county auditor’s 
office here today, it was possible to 
compute the total rates for every 
taxing unit in Rush county with the 
exception of the town of Carthage 
and Ripley township. 
The rates in these two units are 
not yet known because the Carthage 
and Anderson township levies 
have 
never been certified to the county 
auditor. They should have been made 
early this month and reported to the 
auditor. 
The rates in Ripley, Walker, Jack­ 
son, Center, Union and Noble will he 
lower next year and in Posey, Or- j 
ange, Rushville, Washington, Rich- 
j 
land. Glenwood 
and Rushville city 
they will he higher. The increases in 
every case are small, however, and 
in 
many instances are due almost j 
entirely to the four cents added to 
the state rate.

Jackson 
township shows the lar­ 
gest decline, next year’s rate being 
$1.18 compared with $1.81 this year. 
Ripley’s is cut from $1.55 to $1.43' 
and Walker’s from $1.06 to $1.59. j 
Center's rate was lowered from $1.24 
to $1.17 and Union’s from $1.38 to 
$1,315.

amounted to thirteen cents. 
Posey township’s rate went up two

war. 
This increase is partly due to the 
fact that extra shifts must he in­ 
stalled to meet the eight-hour day 
requirement. But, it also means that 
Krupps is now 
on

full 
peace 
footing and “going strong”. Tile last 
vestiges of gun manufacture 
have 
been swept away. Now, Krupps is a 
mammoth steel plant, making loco­ 
motives, oar wheels, 
freight 
cars, 
machinery of various kinds. 
Krupps is merely a sample. What 
is true of the achievement of this 
concern is true of virtually every line 
of German industrial endeavor. The 
only 
industry suffering a slump is 
ship-building. This is dull, owing to 
the fact that Germany can now buy 
tonnage cheaper than she can con­ 
struct it. She has, however, already 
placed the nucleus of a new com­ 
merce fleet upon the seas, and every 
indication (is that within the 
next 
few years she will again 
have “a 
place (in the sun” as respects ocean 
carrying. 
Germany h'as talked much of so­ 
cialization since the revolution, but 
has 
done 
nothing 
im portant 
to 
achiece it. The great consolidations 
undertaken bv such men as Stinnes 
and von Hamel are 
socialistic 
in 
the sense of their 
all-inclusiveness, 
hut are quote under private control. 
These consolidations are 
so 
tre­ 
mendous as to rival 
the 
romantic 
combinations of vast industries 
in 
Aim erica. 
I t can truly be said that German 
industry is flourishing. But, on the 


other side of the picture, Germany’s 
finances are in a despairing condi­ 
tion. Swamped with debts and 
re­ 
parations, Germany must raise 
at 
least 100,000,000,000 paper m arks a 
year; and must do an export busi­ 
ness of 2,OOO,OOO,0(H) to 2,500,000,- 
000 marks more annually than be­ 
fore the war. 
The German task is immense. Her 
industrial 
leaders 
however, 
are 
striving to readjust their methods to 
meet the new requirements. These 
requirements, aided 
by

day had instructions from President 
Harding to confine its immediate la­ 
bors to emergency recommendations 
for relief and not delve “too deep­ 
ly” into the “high problems” under­ 
lying Hie nations unemployment sit­ 
uation. 
Harding’s views were conveyed to 
conference leaders by Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover. 
The president had two reasons £pr 
his request, it was said. 
1—The desire to have the confer­ 
ence find work for men “at once” 
instead of indulging in 
long 
de 
bates. 
2—The fear 
that 
discussion at 
this time of wage reductions, 
the 
railroad refunding issue and other 
fundamental problems would cause 
a row among the conference dele­ 
gates and possibly lead to a “break 
up” in the parley before it had ac­ 
complished results. 
A tter the emergency measures for 
relief have been determined and re­ 
ported out the conference then has 
Harding’s consent to “go the limit 
toward tackling the deeper issues, it 
was issued. 
Among the “emergency” , recom­ 
mendations agreed upon today were; 
That all propected state, city and 
county road and public works im­ 
provements 
be under way imme­ 
diately. 
The nation now has in the 
neighborhood of $800,000,000 worth 
of such projects which already have 
been authorized and the bonds sold. 
This is exclusive of government pro­ 
jects. 
That all cities of 25,000 or more 
immediately establish free employ­ 
ment agencies and drive out of busi­ 
ness the “bleeders” among the pri­ 
vate employment agencies.;
